TAX EVASION 


The argum ent of a withholding tax , of any 
kind, is that there is considerable cheating in the 
pay ment of tax es. The Ameican people are an 
honest people, but as every tax collector knows, 
in any country , m ast folks find it a pleasure to 
evade a tax , avoid a tax , find a loop-hole in a 
tax law. This has been true from time imme morial 
and a tax collector is usually disliked not for his 
personality but on account of his profession. He 
is like a hangman. 
Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois is a trained 
economist. He believes in the withholding method 
of collecting tax es as fair because there is an 
estim ated cheating of $1,000,000,000 per y ear and 
therefore those who honestly pay are at a disad­ 
vantage as compared to those who manage to 
cheat. He favors using the withholding device with 
regard to dividends. He say s: 
. . the bill as w ritten provides for either 
ex emption or for q uick q uarterly refunds which 
in my judgement will m itigate alm ost all the ob­ 
jections which previously have been made against 
the provision. The fact is, th at over 75 to 80 per­ 
cent of those over 65, in my judgement, would bo 
ex empt from withholding, and an aged couple 
both over 65 would need investm ents of well over 
$100,000 even to be subject to withholding.” 
I dislike the withholding tax because I prefer 
to keep my earnings as long as I can and to 
manage my -own money —however badly I may 
do it. Nevertheless, any citizen m ust agree that 
the tax evader is a cheat and that he cheats not 
the government but his fellcw-citizens who pay 
their tax es as they pay other bills. 
But there is another point of view in all this 
and Senator Douglas might give it consideration. 
Actually tax evasion must amount to more than 
51,000,000,000 which we lose because the income 
tax es on dividends are not paid. The loss in tax 
collection from American money on deposit in 
Switzerland, W est Germany , Liechtenstein. Mon­ 
aco, Panam a, HongKong and other places and 
managed by bankers and brokers in these places 
must be much larger than one billion dollars, al­ 
though I have been unable to get accurate figures. 
These funds may be kept on deposit in foreign 
countries forever and, although owned by Ameri­ 
cans. pay no tax es because their transactions are 
cn European ex changes although they deal in 
American securities. This form of cheating is al­ 
together legal and will continue as long as law ­ 
y ers and accountants know how to fix things. 
Why penalize the American who keeps his 
money in the United States and uses it to ex pand 
and strengthen Am erican industry and commerce? 
Perhaps if the income tax were simplified and 
were not so brutally collected, involving huge 
bookkeeping costs and irksome man-hours spent 
by individuals and small businessmen, who can 
hardly afford the time or ex pert advice, there 
would be less cheating. 
Would not a transactions tax be a suitable 
substitute for the income tax and would that not 
make a withholding tax unnecessary ? American 
money held abroad could evade the transaction 
tax as it evades the income tax . but if any form 
of paper were moved, the transaction could be 
tax ed immediately . In fact, if a transactions tax 
were used, the government would not have to 
wait for its money , as it would be paid immedi­ 
ately any transaction occurred. 
There would be no reports; no q uestionnaires, 
no field men m aking spot checks, no accountants, 
no lawy ers. A transaction would simply have no 
legality , no validity , unless the transaction stam p j 
were affix ed to the documents, be they nothing 
more involved than checks or receipts or con­ 
tracts. 
If there is a gap. as Senator Douglas points 
out, of between $4,9 00,000.000 and $5.200,000,000 
between dividends and interest paid and the 
amounts reported on income tax returns, obvi­ 
ously there is something very wrong with our 
sy stem of collection. This am ount is almost eq uiv­ 
alent to w hat may he our deficit this y ear. It is 
eq uivilant to approx im ately w hat we shall spend 
on foreign aid. 
I cannot help wondering if the withholding 
tax is q uite the answer. Under present circum ­ 
stances. folks need money for their worry stocks. 
And all stocks are presently worry stocks. The 
money that is withheld could be used by the per­ 
son owning the stock. 
The development of a new tax ation sy stem 
cannot be done overnight hut it might be taken 
under advisement by the committee on Banking 
and Currency which includes several knowledge­ 
able Senators.

To Curb Nerv e Dea fness

q _ I am hard of hearing. I visited a specialist 
who told me he could not operate on me because 
I had the wrong kind of deafness. 
Just what is 
m eant by that? 
And why did he refuse to help 
me? 
A—Sound waves travel through the air until 
they start vibrations of the drum head that closes 
off y our ear canal. 
From the drumhead, they 
travel by way of sm all bones in the middle ear 
until they are picked up by nerve endings in the 
internal ear. From the nerve endings, they travel 
by nerve fibers and cables to the hearing center 
in the brain. 
If y our hearing impairment is due to some­ 
thing th at affects the drumhead or the little bones, 
it’s called conduction deafness. And conduction 
deafness can be improved by one of several deli­ 
cate operations. 
If the conducting mechanism is normal and 
the hearing im pairm ent is due to failure of the 
nerve endings to register sound, of nerve cables 
to transm it sound or of the hearing center to 
register messages carried bv these cables, the 
hearing impairment is classified as nerve deaf­ 
ness. 
And nerve deafness is not helped by sur­ 
ge rv- 
You are fortunate that y ou consulted a spe­ 
cialist who refused to ex pose y ou to surgery . Now 
—hew about w riting him a note of thanks for his 
consideration? 
Q— I have been treated for trichomoniasis for 
more than 15 y ears. 
I have already spent a for­ 
tune try ing to get rid of this miserable infection. 
But I continue to have an annoy ing and irritating 
discharge that is driving me almost insane. 
Is it 
possible that modern science that can cure tuber­ 
culosis and other infections— has nothing to otfer 
those of us who suffer from this em barrassng con­ 
dition? 
A—As in the ea se of ringworm, trichomoniasis 
presents two problems. 
The first is that of get­ 
ting rid of the causative organism. 
The second, 
th at of preventing reinfection since effective drugs 
(trichom onicides> do not have a lasting action. 
And an attack confers not the slightest immunity . 
In conseq uence, both y ou and y our husband 
must be treated simultaneously . 
Your doctor will 
prescribe mouth doses ot one of several related 
trichomonicides, such as nitroimidazole or m etro­ 
nidazole, m arketed under various trade names. 
Unless there is some veery unusual circum ­ 
stance, y ou should be "cured” within a m atter of 
a few day s to a f« w weeks according to reports 
just issued from the Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia, Pa., and from British phy sicians. 
Recurrences then may be prevented by taking 
regular doses for a day or two every week or two.

He believes in the withholding method 
of collecting taxes as fair because there is an 
estimated cheating of $1,000,000.(XX) per year ami 
therefore those who honestly pay are at a disad­ 
vantage as compared to those who manage to 
cheat. He favors using the withholding device with 
regard to dividends He says: 
**. . . the bill as written provides for either 
?xemption or for quick quarterly refunds which 
in my judgement will mitigate almost all the ob­ 
jections which previously have been made against 
the provision. The tact is. that over 75 to 80 per­ 
cent of those over 65, in my judgement, would tie 
exempt from withholding, and an aged couple 
both over 65 would need investments ot well over 
$100,000 even to be subject to w ithholding " 
I dislike the withholding tax because I prefer 
to keep my earnings as long as I can and to 
manage my own money—however badly I may 
do it. Nevertheless, any citizen must agree that 
the tax evader is a cheat and that he cheats not 
the government but his fellow-citizens who pay 
their taxes as they pay other bills 
But there is another point of view in all this 
and Senator Douglas might give it consideration. 
Actually tax evasion must amount to more than 
*!,OOO,OOO,OOO which we lose because the income 
faxes on dividends are not paid. The loss in tax 
collection from American money on deposit in 
Switzerland. West Germany, Liechtenstein, Mon­ 
aco, Panama. HongKong and other places and 
managed by bankers and brokers in these places 
must be much larger than one billion dollars, al­ 
though I have been unable to get accurate figures.

“Billboards may have been ef 
fective in the days of the horse 
and buggy, but who can read 
them st the present 
rate of 
travel in modern cars and hectic 
traffic conditions which make it 
unsafe to take your eyes off the 
road. The National Safety Coun 
oil and the Automobile Associa 
tion of America are strongly 
against them. Modem conditions 
are making the billboard obso­ 
lete,” the club spokesman said 
The Garden Club contends that 
with the modem media* of ad­ 
vertising such as radio, television, 
newspapers, 
brochures 
and 
a 
little imagination there is no rea­ 
son to stick to billboard adver­ 
tising. 
For these reasons the Ulster 
Garden Club has taken its stand 
with the growing number of peo­ 
ple throughout the nation who 
are more repelled by billboards 
than interested in their message 
Follows National Policy 
“We want to keep our coun­ 
tryside and our 
scenic 
mads 
beautiful, inviting and protected 
from 
uninhibited 
commercial­ 
ism.” the club says. 
The Garden Club of America, 
of which the Ulster Club is a 
long time member, has long had 
an anti-billboard policy as a part 
of its conservation program.

Federal 
Anti-Billhoard Bill was pending 
before Congress, Mrs. Randolph 
C. Harrison, then president of j 
the Garden Club of America, ap­ 
peared

Public Works to present argu­ 
ments for the bill which subse­ 
quently passed as the Neuber- 
ger amendment to the Highway 
Construction Bill. It was followed 
in 1961 by the New York State 
bill amending Highway Bill to 
permit regulation of advertising 
adjacent to the interstate sys 
tem and other controlled access 
highways.

by the somber painting of a 
huge beastlike Bird. 
But, 
what did the Indian see who 
painted it? 
An editor of the Illinois 
State Museum describes the 
Piasa bird this way: “ In 1673 
Father Marquette in his jour­ 
ney down the Mississippi saw 
a pictograph on the face of 
the rocky bluff near the pres­ 
ent city of Alton, 111. 
“ He described it as ‘repre­ 
senting two painted monsters 
which at first made us afraid, 
and upon which the boldest 
Indian dared not long rest his 
eyes. They are large as a calf; 
they have horns on their 
heads like those of a deer, a 
horrible look, red eyes, a 
beard like a tiger, a face like 
a man, a body covered with 
scales, and so long a tail that 
it winds all around the body, 
passing above the head and 
going back between the legs, 
ending in a fish-tail.* ” 
There are tw o legends 
about the Piasa Bird. A Miami 
Indian tale says that many 
years ago, before the coming 
of the white man, two mon­ 
sters with wings like eagles, 
alligator claws and horrible 
voices, lived in a cave here. 
During a battle in which 
the Miami were beating the 
Michigamea, these two birds 
swooped down with horrible 
screams and each carried 
away a Miami chief, frighten­ 
ing the tribe so badly that 
they fled the country. 
Another legend, this one of 
Blini Indian tradition, tells 
that such a bird killed or car­ 
ried off papooses (babies) 
squaws and braves. At last, 
the chief went out to decoy 
the monster from its cave so 
his warriors could kill it. The 
plan worked, and the huge 
bird was killed. So its picture 
was painted on the cliff in 
honor of the chief. 
Such are the legends. But 
even today, students cannot 
agree on the real reason for 
the monstrous painting. Was 
it pure imagination? Was It 
superstition? Did the monster 
ever exist—except in the man 
who painted it? 
The questions are still un­ 
answered. But boys and girls, 
men and women, still marvel 
at the pictograph, one of the 
strangest left by the Indian.

Language differences are a 


great inconvenience. In Eu­

In primitive times, without 
literature to form standards 
of correct grammar, a lan­ 
guage could be reduced to a 
mere jargon in a few genera­ 
tions. Groups of people, sep­ 
arated from each other by 
some natural barrier for a 
few generations, could no 
longer understand the same 
and 
some, language. In some parts of 
Id by the'Asia and Africa every town 
and village has its own spe­ 
cial dialect.

Have you ever watched an 
Ostrich race? If you haven’t, 
then you have missed some 
fun, because they are the 
silliest races on turf. While 
often f e a t u r e d at County 
fairs, especially in the Mid­ 
west, you will find Leaping 
Lena, who lives up to her 
name, Jughead and Ichabod 
hitched to their sulkies ready 
to entertain the crowds at­ 
tending the Riverside County 
Fair at Indio, Calif. 


These gawky, long-necked 
birds are led onto the track 
by their trainers, who are 
dressed like Arab sheiks in 
colorful, flowing robes and 
headdresses. Because it is so 
excitable, each ostrich wears 
a black hood, covering its 
head and part of the neck, to 
quiet it. 
There Is no starter for an 
ostrich raqr- As soon as the 
fleet-foots are lined up, the 
drivers snatch off the hoods, 
spring into the sulkies and 
the race is on. The birds are 
guided by brooms held by the 


drivers because their necks 
are too limber for reins, and 
their movements are so er­ 
ratic the men cling tightly to 
the vehicles* crossbars to 
avoid being thrown out. 
No one is sure whether 
Leaping Lena or one of the 
others wins, since, in spite o 
a six month training period 
they have no respect for rules 
and are likely to jump the 
fence surrounding the track, 
with the sulky landing on top 
of it. And as the track has 
rails only on the outside, the 
birds cheat by taking short 
cuts. 
When the training period 
starts, the ungainly birds, 
which weigh around 175 
pounds, 
stage 
a 
sit-down 
strike. They are difficult to 
catch and harness and so 
must be kept in a small cor 
ral. 
The first year the ostriches 
raced at California’s Date Fes 
tival, publicity pictures were 
wanted showing a girl riding 
bareback.
